Surely, if a man has even a shred 
of wisdom in him there must come 
a time when he stops all else and 
says to himself;

see what she truly is—if either of 
them dare. 
For it takes a fair amount 
of 
both wisdom and courage to ask that 
question of the self and to answer it 
boldly. 
In our hearts or with our lips we 
praise the things that other human 
being do. Even if we do not put 
our praise into thoughts or words 
we praise our fellows by the envy 
that rises like a salty spring within 
our spirits. If our praise is natural 
and honest—and not mere flattery 
for a selfish end—it draws a picture 
of ourselves that any spectator may 
see and admire or condemn. If we 
praise the stupidly ruthless we are 
like that, too. If we praise vain ex­ 
travagance we would be as vain. If 
we praise slyness or rapacity to blind 
ambition there we stand, too, naked 
in the slave market for any man to 
appraise and buy, and our selling 
price plainly marked. . . . Thus, we 
give ourselves away. 
And in various ways we tell the 
world what praise it is that pleases 
us mast. We are praised for some 
trivial accomplishment, for doing the 
thing that is easier for us—and we 
like it. The flush of happiness tints 
our cheeks, and we invite more and 
more of that cheap praise and adver­ 
tise to the world that this is the 
broad highway to

We do not envy the struggle and 
sacrifice of other men, we envy the 
rewards that at last they win. We 
do not envy the hard

that tempers character, we envy the 
glamour and the glory. 
So we seek praise for our cheap

UNCLE SAM HAS NOT BEEN IDLE 
There is much ignorant complaint to the effect that the federal 
government has fallen down on the job of providing construction work 
during the period of unemployment. 
In 1929 there was federal construction to the value of $250,100,000, 
in 1930 Vi 446,953,000, in 1931 of $738,507,000. 
Tie number of men working on these national projects has in­ 
creased rom 180,000 in January, 1930, to 760,000 in August, 1931. It is 
expected that by January, 1932, 850,000 men will be at work on federal 
projects. 
G< vemor Roosevelt of New York, complaining that the federal 
govemm infc is doing nothing to relieve the situation, asked the state 
legislatu: e for $20,000,000 to be used in the construction of public works. 
The exp< nditure from the federal treasury in New York state this year, 
on roads and other public works, will aggregate $45,000,000. 
In no previous depression has the national government taken spe­ 
cial interi st in providing jobs for idle workmen. 
Periiaps the very magnitude of the public and private effort to 
avoid human privation during the present depression has served to ad­ 
vertise it and make the people more conscious of it. However, that should 
not deter, and has not prevented, the government from doing everything 
possible to take care of the situation. 
During the last great depression, that of 1893, the soup-house was 
about the highest order or organized aid thought of. Tramp3 roamed the 
country in armies. The back-door hand-out was the means of prevent­ 
ing idle men from starving. It was every fellow for himself, and the 
devil take the hind-most. Times have changed, and the character of 
the American people has improved in forty years.

In m any platoon schools the as­ 
sembly is an im portant feature of 
the auditorium work. 
The assem ­ 
bly audience may be made up of all 
the pupils in the school or of certain 
grades of the school. The assembly 
program, as the other work in the 
auditorium , is child centered. This, 
of course, requires m uch greater skill 
on the part of the auditorium teach­ 
er th an a teacher-directed program 
Since the children are im m ature and 
inexperienced the auditorium teach­ 
er m ust foresee all the possible diffi­ 
culties the childien will encounter 
in the assembly program and give 
specific training at those points so 
th at the child’s experience will be 
both proper and satisfying. 
It is 
highly im portant th a t the child’s 
experience be proper so there may 
be right learning outcomes, and th a t 
they be satisfying so the child will 
have no hesitanoy in participating 
in like future activities. Here again 
the teacher m ust keep in m ind the 
individual differences in the chil­ 
dren 
Some children are so sensitive 
and tim id th a t the teacher m ust use 
the utm ost care to see th a t the child 
meets no em barrassm ent as a result 
of a mistake before the audience 
Such a m istake would make the 
child more sensitive and hesitant in 
a future sim ilar situation. 
On the 
other hand, a child who is over -con­ 
fident and bold m ight be perm itted 
to m ake a m istake so he would be 
more careful in a future sim ilar sit­ 
uation. 
The assembly program may be 
the observance of some special day 
as Thanksgiving or Christm as or it 
may be the culm ination of some 
unit of work or project in any of 
the departm ents of the school. 
A typical project or unit of work 
m ight be the 
early 
explorers 
of 
America which h as been worked out 
in the history class and culm inating 
in an assembly program. The facts 
would have been gained in the his-

One pu­ 
pil would have charge of the pro- 
j gram when presented in the assem- 
; bly period. O ther pupils would have 
| charge of the the costumes, scenery, 
stage, etc. 
In all this the audito­ 
rium teacher would be the correlat­ 
ing and directing agent. She would 
direct the teachers participating in 
this program and 
correlate 
their 
work, and unconscious to the chil­ 
dren she would guide them in their 
initiating, planning and preparing 
and in their giving of the program 
in the assembly. 
The elem entary school m ust deal 
with the growing child. 
To grow 
intellectually the child m ust be ac­ 
tive m entally. 
He m ust have free­ 
dom to investigate, to initiate, to 
think things out for himself, and to 
exercise his 
judgm ent. 
To grow 
morally and socially he m ust have 
opportunity to exercise and develop 
m oral and social virtues by having 
freedom to move, to be a part of a 
group, to have consideration for the 
opinions and the rights of others, 
and to assume responsibility.

fers the child an opportunity for all 
these.

He stated that the acci­ 
dent occurred about 5:30 p. m. on 
October 7 at North Jefferson and 
Falls streets, that there was no one 
in his cab at the time and that he 
was enroute west on Falls street 
and crossing North Jefferson street, 
when the accident happened. 
He stopped his car on the east 
side of North Jefferson street, al­ 
lowing several cars to pass, before 
he started across North Jefferson 
street. 
He looked both 
up 
and 
down the street as he started. 
The 
street was clear in both directions, 
except a car coming north about the 
North street intersection of North 
Jefferson street.

Kline’s Bible, printed at Frank- 
furt-on-Main, Germany, was com­ 
pleted in 1584, or 347 years ago, 
making it 14 years older than the 
volume found in Texas recently and 
reputed at that time to be the old­ 
est known family Bible in existence, 
not only in America, but through­ 
out the world. 
The book, however, lost all but 
its American title later when an­ 
other Bible, completed in 1589, was 
found in France. 
The one owned 
by Kline comes between these two. 
The book has been excellently pre­ 
served. The original binding was of 
wood, according to the information 
that has been handed down, but in 
later years the wood was replaced 
by a leather covering. The Bible is 
illustrated throughout with colored 
prints which have retained all their 
original brilliance.

He was hustled away to Baltimore 
to prevent a possible lynching when 
a mob of angry farmers surrounded 
the little county jail at Snow Hill, 
near here, and threatened to hang 
the negro.

C. Ritchie, of Maryland, delivering 
the annual founder’s day address at 
the Carnegie Institute, declared to­ 
day. 
Without disarmament, war debts 
savings by the debtor nations would 
only be used by them to maintain 
larger armies 
and 
build 
greater 
navies, Ritchie asserted. 
He held 
disarmament and war 
debt 
cuts 
must go hand-in-hand. 
* “It is unthinkable,” the Maryland 
governor and Democratic presiden­ 
tial candidate said, “That we should 
reduce the debts due us by other 
nations and leave those nations free 
to use the money thus saved 
in 
building armaments. 
Armaments 
are the largest items in the national 
budgets and for people almost over­ 
whelmed with governmental expen- 


ditures there are the strongest pos­ 
sible economic and financial reasons 
for their reduction and litigation* 
Taking as his topic the subject of 
“Politics and Economics”, Ritchie 
laid down the thesis that these two 
forces should be interrelated on a 
scientific basis and not as at pres­ 
ent, divergent and at odds. 
The 
scientific and trained mind of the j 
nation, he declared, must be drafted 
into the management of both busi­ 
ness and government and listened 
to. 
Progress will not be made, he 
asserted, as long as bad economics 
blames bad politics for the deplora­ 
ble state of affairs. 
“The two new forces of modern 
times,” he concluded, “are science ■ 
and democracy. 
The 
one 
h a s 
changed the economic and the other 
the political world. What we need 
today is a mobilisation of the con- \ 
structive brains of the country and 
a demobilization of political ora­ 
tory.”

"Of course, the evidence is diffi­ 
cult to obtalr, and this 
alone

on Capone. But now, as you have 
heard, it ki ev idence against which 
there can be no defence." 
Inside the court room we could 
hear the prc^?stlng voices of the 
gang chief's attorneys, expounding 
their fantacstic argianent that as Ca­ 
pone had last considerable fortunes 
on the mce track, he was somehow 
mysteriously not to blame if he 
cheated on his income tax returns. 
"Not an argument that anyone 


takes seriously." said Mr. Irey "sim­ 
ply a desperate measure." 
Many Honest People. 
‘1 wonder what the percentage is," 
I asked him, "of rich people in this 
country who avoid paying the tax? 
"Oh, on the whole, a surprisingly 
small number. 
You would be as­ 
tonished at how honest the wdinary 
person is about it. Gangsters and 
other law-breakers, of course, are 
the worst offenders; but we even 
found one man—not a gangster, but 
a man who made a large living ille­ 
gally—who, when we investigated 
his suspiciously large income, was 
able to prove that he had lusses^d 
and paid tax on every penny of his 
criminal gains." 
"At present we are concentrating 
our investigations on the big cities, 
looking Into the affairs of business 
men and politicians as well as gang ■ 
sters. President Hoover is interested 
in our checking up on the gang 
leaders in this way, but we are in ­ 
terested in checking up on every- 
body." 
Hopes To Jail Capone. 
Mr. Irey is a pleasant-voiced young 
man in spectacles. 
He has sat 
through the trial day by day because 
it interests him more than any he 
has ever brought about, and he be­ 
lieves that a lot depends on the sen­ 
tence—if any—that may fail on 
Capone. 
"A stiff term for Capone would be 
a healthy shock for a lot of others 
just as bad as he," he saii. "That’s 
why the trial really hag such moral 
significance. 
Capone is the most 
notorious man in America, and if 
even he can’t get away with it, then 
a lot of (Aher people are going to 
think twice about cheating the 
state."

In Child; Warns Doctor

Suspected Of Having Disease, Health 
Writer Urges

In New Court Hole

Infantile paralysis is an infection. 
It particularly affects the nervous 
system, but it is a general infection 
also. 
AH general infections result in 
fever. Many cases of infantile par­ 
alysis have a fever without any par­ 
alysis at all. In any case, they all 
begin with lever. 
Therefore, 
especially during 
an 
epidemic, any child who comes down 
with a fev ?r and shows lassitude 
and irritability should be suspected 
of having the disease. This is very 
important because the prevention of 
paralysis bj the use of convalescent 
serum is b 1st accomplished in the 
early stage. 
The con -alescent serum does no 
harm. Eve 1 if the child does not 
have infanlile paralysis it does no 
harm. It s lould be given to every 
suspected a se in the early stage. 
Especial reasons to suspect a sick 
child (a child with fever) of having 
infantile paralysis are given by au- 
thorities as: 
1. Prostrat on out of proportion to 
the tempera ure. 
2. Mill redness of the throat. 
3. An anxious expression, and irri­ 
tability and a rapid pulse. 
4. A coarse tremor or movement 
of muscles. 
5. The head tilted back on the 
neck. 
6. Stiffness of the spine and pain 
when attempts are made to move the 
spine. 
The serum used is the blood serum 


of any person who has had the dis­ 
ease. It is given in the spine and in 
the vein both. 
In a series of cases carefully stud­ 
ied it was shown beyond doubt that 
it shortened the course of the dis­ 
ease. The cases which had the 
serum early had far less paralysis 
than those who did not have the 
serum. 
After the attack has subdued the 
amount of paralysis that exists is 
always more than its final extent. 
There is a widespread Inflammation 
in the cord during the height of the 
disease which affects more muscle 
groups than are actually finally par­ 
alyzed. With every day that pass 
es one or more muscles regain their 
power of movement. It takes three 
to six months to determine the ex­ 
act amount of paralysis that is fin­ 
ally left. 
Encouragement to move the mus­ 
cles and passive movement by oth­ 
ers help to restore the power of 
movement. Many muscle groups are 
saved in this way. Re-education of 
muscle groups will do much to give 
control of a limb which might oth­ 
erwise 
be 
lost. Massage 
is not 
recommended to be done too early, 
"until, for example, the patient can 
elevate the upper limb when sitting 
up, and the heel when lying on the 
back.” 
Even after the proper time has 
elapsed to determine the full extent 
of the paralysis much can be done

closed permanently, it 
was

nounced. 
The third bank, the First Nation­ 
al, affiliated with the Dollar Sav­ 
ings Si Trust, was closed tem porar­ 
ily while plans for its consolidation 
with two other Youngstown banks 
are affected, according to an an­ 
nouncement. 
The two state banks were to be 
taken over today by the state for 
liquidation due to “frozen” assets 
and large withdrawals. The action 
was taken, the announcement said, 
“for the protection of depositors”. 
To Be Consolidated 
The resources of the Dollar Bank 
were estimated a t $26,000,000, and 
those of the City Trust Si Savings 
at $19,000,000. 
The First National bank, with re­ 
sources estimated at $23,000,000, will 
be consolidated with the Mahoning 
National bank and the Commercial 
National bank, it was said. 
A total of $2,000,000 has been sub­ 
scribed in stock in the proposed con­ 
solidated institution, it was dis­ 
closed with the announcement of 
the temporary dosing of the First 
National. 
Among the subscribers announced 
were the Youngstown Sheet & Tube 
company, the Republic Steel Cor­ 
poration, Truscon Steel Corporation 
and the General Fireproofing com­ 
pany, all of Youngstown.

of the University of Chicago. 
A definite num erical 
grade, 
he 
said, is meaningless so far as ac­ 
tual education is concerned. 
In it’s 
stead he urged teachers to use their 
regular classes as periods solely for 
education, and to give grades only 
for exam inations and tests. 
Under 
this plan, he pointed out. the stu ­ 
dent’s efforts are concentrated on 
understanding 
thought 
processes 
rath er than striving for the num 
erical grade. 
“How To Think“ 
The aim of the teacher, 
Doctor 
Beaucham p said, should be “to show 
pupils how to think.” 
He added: 
“We m ust explain to the children 
the steps through which they m ust 
pass to follow the best process 
of 
thinking. 
W hen they err, it is our 
place to tell them where they went 
wrong.” 
Doctor Beaucham p declared th at 
he cared little how m uch subject 
m atter his pupils carried away with 
them from the classroom. 
He ex­ 
pressed himself as satisfied if the 
pupil “learns to reason from cause 
to effect—can generalize, compare 
and analyze.“ 
Such thought processes, he said, 
can be put to practical use in the 
world outside the classroom. In this 
connection, he said: 
Teaching starts where 
a 
child 
can't do som ething. 
Your pupils 
are preparing to meet the demands 
you set up. 
Set up a body of ideas 
as a goal in teaching the child, 
a 
pupil either gets an 
idea 
or 
he 
doesn’t get it. 
He can’t get 50 or 
75 per cent of it.”
